The Music Performance Trust Fund 

A Public Service 


☆ ☆ 


Mechanization and technological advancement have presented a very real 
threat to the art of music. Phonograph records, radio, sound pictures, television have 
all had a devestating effect on live music everywhere, and if present trends continue, 
music may become a lost art. 

The present tendency is toward a state of affairs in which a relatively few high¬ 
ly skilled musicians in a few large centres make all the recorded music for phono¬ 
graphs, radio, movies, etc. This of course means the displacement of thousands of 
musicians wherever these recordings are used commercially, and no art can survive 
without its active devotees and professional section. 

To become a proficient musician, many years of work and study are necessary, 
and without the hope of some reward at some time, the incentive to undertake this 
long and arduous task suffers, and the music lover becomes, instead of an active 
participant, a passive spectator. 

Without a constant flow of new talent to their ranks, the professional element 
must dwindle and die, and because the professional artists lead the way and set the 
standards of excellence their passing must bring about the decline of the art itself. 

The American Federation of Musicians, James C. Petrillo, President, recognized 
the danger to live music long ago, and have made every effort to keep music alive, 
by offering assistance to amateur musical organizations of every type from Boy's 
Bands to Symphony Orchestras. 

A few years ago, the Federation negotiated an agreement with the Recording 
Companies and more recently with the Television Industry, which resulted in what is 
now known as "The Music Performance Trust Fund". Under this arrangement, a 
royality on the sale of all records is paid by the manufacturers into the Fund, admin¬ 
istered by an impartial Trustee for the purpose of providing live music to the public 
without cost. 

These funds are allotted for expenditure among 654 geographical areas of the 
United States and Canada, according to a fixed table of percentages. They may be 
expended only to pay instrumental musicians for services at local union rates in per¬ 
formances open to the public free of charge, on occasions, which in the judgement 
of the Trustee, based solely upon public interest will contribute to the public know¬ 
ledge and appreciation of music. Performers are sent to play in hospitals, parks, 
schools, libraries and other institutions, for events of local patriotic or community 
significance where no commercial advantage is served. 

There are no welfare benefits or features. The performers must work for the pay 
they receive, and the public enjoys the service free. 

This Fund has helped greatly to keep music alive across the length and breadth 
of the land. Countless musical organizations owe their continued existence to its op¬ 
erations and thousands of our people have been able to hear live music which they 
could not otherwise have enjoyed.
